DISAPPEARING GUNS. 


Ease With Which These Coast Defense 
Monsters Are Operated. 

Three kinds of big guns are used on 
| the coasts to defend us from hostile

an embankment or parapet it is called 
a barbette 
this order, 


The parapets were notch- 


ed so that the firing could be done | 


over their top. When the gun is dis- 
charged through a port or hole in the 
‘embankment {t is called a casemate. 
The newest kind of heavy artillery is 
the disappearing gun, which drops 
back behind its wall as soon as it is 
discharged. \ 
The man who aims the gun has a 
little platform to one alde of the ma- 
chine. Things are arranged so that he 
can contro! all operations of the gun 
from where he stands. Electricity is 
used for bringing the gun up and get- 
ting it into position, and all the mech- 
anism can be regulated by the gun- 
ner, So wonderfully is the big machine 
under contro! that it cannot be Gred 
, by any person whomsoever unless it is 
‘ raised up and in firing position, When 

it is not in firing position it ts ‘called 
! “out of battery.” 

So nicely is the gun mounted that all 

its great mass can be bandied by two 

, men. Brom the time they start load:

| vene. One of the big guns can dis- 
charge a thousand pound projectile

Books Nations Publish. 


According to a Government return, 
recently issued, the official history of 
the South African War cost £34,706. 

This sounds a big sum, but it is 
quite small by comparison with that 
expended by the Germans on their, 
official history of the Franco-Prussian 
War. This colossal work cost £240,000, 
and is illustrated by nearly one mil- 
lion maps and plans. 

The official history of the Russo- 
Japanese War has only cost, so far, 
about £6,000; but then it is not near- 
ly completed. The Americans, who 
usually do these ones in style, spent 
$1,500,000 in illustrating and printing 
their official history. of the great Civil 
War of 1861-65. ! 

This is believed to be a world’s re- 
cord as regards expensive Govern- 
ment publications. In our own coun- 
try, however, the record {s held b 
the report of the Challenger Exped. 
tion. is was a scientific expedition 
for deep-sea sounding, and bh it 
the world was first made aware of the 
existenee of the deep-sea fishes— 
strange, wonderful creatures, some 
stone blind, others with eyes as big as 
saucers. ; 

The report of this remarkable voy- 
ago fills some fifty volumes and 28,000 
pages, and the cost was just on 
£90,000 


Man In Moon Disappearing.
